Hospital he authorised to provide hospitalisation airport to 
this Agency, on a reimbursable basis, upon the request of an 
authorised repres e n tative of our Medical Office. This support 
would not include chronic eases and would be l imit e d to those 
individuals requiring special security consideration. This 
Agency would assume litigation responsibilities pertinent to hos- 
pitalising. civilian personnel in a military institution. In coses 
where litigation responsibilities are not clearly established, the 
factors involved would, of course, be discussed with you r Office 
in ardor to arrive at a mutually satisfactory solution.
